Lo.NDON, July 15.— .^t lijnebndge 
County Down, a number of Orangemen, 
headed by a band, tried to celebrate the 
election of F. W. Rueaels, the Unionist 
leader, who was returned from South Ty 
rone, yesterday. During the return march, 
the Orangemen were passing the house 
of a Catholic named Winter, in the 
outskirts of Baneliridge, when some- 
body discharged a gnu from a window 
ut the procession. Tlie Or.iiigemen there- 
iipnn attacked the house and, after a severe 
struggle, succeeded in wrecking tho build- 
ing, und also obtaining possession of the 
gun which had been tired at thorn. The 
family that occupied tho house escaped by 
the back way and notified the police. Tho 
lattei found the dAciiing ruined, the furni- 
ture aniashed, the windows broken and Ihu 
walla dilapidated. Tho police gave 
chase to the Orangemen and overtook 
them early this morning, as they 
were entering the town ainging 
"God Save tho Queen." Tlio police de- 
manded the names of the party ; the 
Urangenieu refused, and the police there- 
uprjn undertook to arrest them. A fight 
eiisip'd and the Orangemen were overpower- 
ing the police when assistance arrived and 
the police got the upper hand. The 
police were satisfied with taking the 
names of the ringleaders with a 
view to prosecution. The af- 
fair has caused such a ferment in 
the vicinity that an extra force of police haa 
been drafted to li-mebriclgc. Rioting was 
resumed at Portailown to-day, notivith- 
atandiug the presence of a large body of 
police. The opposing parties had a vigor- 
ous encounter in tho streets; they would not 
diaperse at the command of the police, who 
ch irged with lixed bayonets on tho mob, 
wounding aeveral persons, and oompelliug 
the couibaianls to retire, in the course of 
the affray, houses ia the vicinity were budly 
damaged by stones and other missiles.

This order 
haa no ell'eot in carrying U. 8. mails and 
express and pasaengi'ra under passes fiom 
tho military authority." Tho order was 
issued for the purpose of preventing dia- 
turbers from entering tho aflectcd districts. 
A similar dispatch wua received by A. 1). 
Charlton of tho Northern Pacific, and the 
fcflicials of both companies will comply with 
tho iiialructiona. Tlie following was Bubse- 
•juently received: Wardner, July 15— 

"Everything is quiet in Cieur d'Alene. 
Tho troops are in poasession at all points, 
and tho miners have disbanded. No further 
trouble ia anticipated. The troops will pro- 
bably remain here some time." The Union 
I'acific oflicia.'B received word from the own- 
ers of the Bunker H ill and Sullivan mines 
that they wanted a apeoial train to report 
at Tekoa this afternoon. Aa it is to run 
up to the mines from Tekoa, it ia supposed 
that the purpose is to carry con. union men 
back to resume work.

Tboy will run straight 
from Buffalo to Duluth and return, making 
the round tri[i in a week, to secure through 
Iiaasengers in connection with the Great 
Northern Railway to the Pacific Coast. 

A recently published atatenieat showed 
that the average length of haul per ton on 
the Great Northern road had risen froni 214 
miles in IS.Si), and 2;i2 milea in 1890 lo 270 
milea in 1891. It is atated to be even 
greater thua far this year. The average for 
1891 ia only sixteen miles less than that of 
the Northern Pacific for the same year, 
while tho mileage operated by botl^isprao-.

CHOLERA RIO IS. 

Spread of the Pestilence In Rosslu— The I'eo-- 
plc Koimd Up on the Doctors. 

St. PETKKSiifiiii, July 15.— Owing to a 
report of doctors having caused cholera 
patients to be buried alive, the lower classes' 
of SaratofT revolted, wrecked and plundered' 
the police station, cholera hoapitala and- 
rcaidence of the chief of police and physic- 
iana. The medical asaistanta were attacked 
and two killed. On the arrival of the 
troops, tho mob resisted, and tho soldiers 
were ordered to fire, killing three and 
wounding four others. The rioters then 
dispersed. 

Since last reported 20 new oases of 
cholera and 11 deaths have appeared at 
Simbirisk. It is asserted that cholera has 
appeared in Moscow, where there are 35 
cases in hoapital, but no deaths have oc 
ourred. The disease continues to spread, 
lb is reported that cholera haa broken out 
near Jelutz. 

Aatrakhan has become the chief nursery 
of cholera on this side the Caucasus. Tho 
latest reports from Astrakhan say that in 
one day 225 persons were attacked with 
cholera, and 102 others died. The Astrak- 
han Mcaacnger publishes delaila of the re- 
cent riots growing out of the epidemic. A 
mol) held tho town for two days, tho hos- 
pital was burned down and all tho medical 
BtaU'were more or less injured. One doctor 
and assistant were brutally beaten and 
trampled to death. The patients in the 
hoEjiitul were carried to the banks of the 
V^olgii und fed with milk as a auppoacd onti. 
dote to the poison adminiatered by the doc- 
tors. Several suoounibed to this treat- 
ment. Only the firing of a volley by the 
infantry brought the maddened mob tO' 
reason.

LV THE FULL COURT. 

(Present Sir JIatlhow lialllic Heebie, Crcaao, 
J., and Drake, J.) 

Kerr & Bcgg, Cotton— E. V. Bodwell and 
A. E. Mcl'hillips novv appeared for idain- 
tiff and notwithstanding the ruling ol the 
court, yesterday, on the construction of the 
contract, asked leave to reopen the 
matter and contend that tho reference in 
tho written agreement to the "samplo vol- 
ume" therein stated to have been "submit- 
ted" to which the book to be made waa "to 
l-e ecjual in every respect" was not a control- 
ling term of the contract, which was, out- 
side of that reference, certain toevory intoud- 
mcnt, as to all requirements, viz., number of 
pages, weight stylo and quality of puper, 
kind of binding and edging and title of 
hook, etc. The size being deducible from 
the number of pages in relation to the 
weight of the paper. That the legal effect 
of the contract was that the book was to be 
made strictly by tho specifications, in a 
workmanlike! manner, in such luxury of 
style US a proper treUment, for the purpo-ie 
intended, of the ir.ateri.ds indicated, would 
demand. That the meaning of the agree- 
ment was not that the "sample" was to 
control tho particulars of tho contract in 
any way, but was merely "to en.ible the 
purchaser to form a reasonable judgment of 
the commodity." Gardiner k Gray, -1 
C imp lA l,; or, at moat, w iB intended to fur- 
nish a criterion of general style, which 
intention was as well carried out by the 
parties by referenco to two books, dilfcrent 
to that set out oud to each other 
ai to one dillcrent book. The court said 
they would not reconsider that question. 

On tho question of tho power of court, 
sitting as a Divisional Court, to finally dis- 
pose of the case it waa held that tho provis- 
ions of section 60, of the Supreme Court 
Act (1888) "The Divisional Court * shall 
* concurrently with the Full Court, have 
all the powers and authorities held and ex- 
ercised by the Full Court in interlocutory 
matters, including the granting of new 
trials, and its judgment shall be deemed a 
judgment of the Full Court" gave to the 
Divisional Court the powers conferred on 
tho Full court by order 58 Rule 405, to 
"give any judgment and make any order 
which ought t>o have been made" at the 
trial. 

The court therefore ordered final judg- 
ment to be entered against the plaijtill's on 
their claim and against the defendant on 
hia counter claim with costs in lK>th cases. 



BEFORE THE FULL COURT. 

Bell-Irving v. Evans — Appeal from judg- 
ment of Wulkem J. The action was brought 
to recover possession from defendants of tho 
wharf known as tho C. P. R. Wharf at Van- 
couver, at the footof Abbott Street, and was 
tried before Mr. Justice Walkem at New 
Westminster on May 9. The plaintiff held a 
lease of the wharf from theC. P. R.; termin- 
able on a monthly notice, and on 
the 9ch September, ISS.S, sublet to the de- 
fend ^nts by indenture, M'herein it was, 
amongst other things, agreed as follows 
(7) "Provided couditions of this agreement 
are adhered to, and rent duly paid, lessors 
agree not to di.ipoases.s lessees of the vyliarf, 
during the continuance of this agrecnu'nt, 
aa long aa lessors hold the same from tho C. 
1'. R. Co." {'.)) "That after twelve months 
from tho date hereof, either party may oiui- 
cel this agrccnienl by giving six niontbs 
notice." Tliu plaintiU'a gave the (lelciulan ts 
a ai.\ n onths notice to (|uit ending l.st Ajjril 
ISOl'. It upp'ared that delendanta bad 
asked for an exten.aioti of lime to i|uit, from 
IsL April ISDl.', which was refiiaed. The 
defenilnnts then rcfu-icd to deliver iij) [loa- 
;3CHaion and j)laiiitilVi) brought this action to 
recfivcr same, and mesne profits. At the 
trial the ilefeiulants claimed that claiiso !( 
did not eiprca.s the true ugreement, 
which they contended was that the 
lessees only were to have the 
right to terminate by six mouths notice. 
The pleadings were amended to allow de- 
fendants to ask reformation of the lease ac- 
cordingly. The decision turned upon the 
language of the lease. The defendants con- 
tended that clauses seven and nine were re- 
pugnant. Clause seven giving them the 
right of occupation as long as the plaintilTs 
should hold under O.P.R., while clause nine 
dispoasesaed them on six niollia notice; that, 
of two repugnant clau.ses in a lease, the lirat 
governcil, and that clauae nine, if not reform- 
ed aa aak(!il, ahoulJ be rejected. Tbey also 
contended that the notice to (piit was bad 
for not ending with tho 0th of April, the 
term having commenced on tlic !);h of .Sept. , 
1SH8. It waa held by Mr. Justice Walkcin, 
that there was no mutual miatake, or any 
tnistakc, itj the ti;rms of clause nine of the 
lease and the countciclaini was (lismiaseil, 
That claua a acvcn and tunc were not re- 
pugnant the words in clauae acven "during; 
the cnnLinuance ol liiis agieeineut" buiui; 
mere tautology unless insortod in view of 
tho power in clause nine of saying how long 
that "continuance" should last. As to tho 
notictj to (piit, the lease not being for a 
determinate period the rule as to notice to 
(|vil terminating with a jjurioil of tho ten- 
ancy did not apply, and that the lessors by 
asking un extention of tho time given by tho 
notice to quit, had adopted it. An order was 
accordingly made for delivery of possession 
of the premissB and an account ofmemepro- 



Qtm.y, jUiu) defendants appealed from _ this 
judgment except in lo far as it dispmissed 
the coiinterclaim. 

Mr. MoPhillips appeared for the appel- 
lants, and pressed the contention, advanced 
below— The Court sustained the judgment 
of Mr. Justice Walkem, and dismissed the 
appeal, with costs, without calling upon 
the defendants. Mr. C. Wilson, appeared 
for tho defendants.

Every possible 
precaution was taken before the steamer 
left Victoria to comply with the require- 
menta of the regulations issued by tiic 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council in the mat- 
ter of smallpox. Dr. Wutt, the assistant 
City Health Officer, was present, and.every 
passenger on going aboiirJ was submitted to 
a rigid exaniiiiation, and compelled to show 
either sigos of recent vaceiimtiou ■or bo at 
once irasoinated. 

To each one thus passing a certificate u as 
given signed by the docyor. At 112 o'clock 
the doctor left, and from tliat time until the 
vessel departed no one was allowed aboard 
under any pretext. The result was that 
both vessel and passengers carried clean bills 
' of health. 

Tlio morning broke grey and lowering, and 
long before Vancouver was reached the heavy 
nii t had become a driving rain which cou 
tiuued during the eiitiro tlay. 

When tho Yosemite rounded the point 
which brought her in sight of the dock, 
word was evidently passed by some one on 
watch, for in a few minutes the dock was 
lined *itli spectators who had turned out to 
watch the fun, if so aerious a matter can be 
so called. 

Hefore the steamer came near enough to 
cast a Hue, tlie crowd wore driven back, and 
six policemen ranged themselves along the 
edge of the wharf. The vessel was made 
fast, and tho Medical Health Oliicer climb- 
ed aboard. 

His first move was to warn Captain Rud- 
lin that under no circumstances could any 
of the passengers bo allowed to land. 

The captain presented a, clean bill of 
health for the vessel, and Offered the use 
of any room in the steamer for the purpose 
of examining the passengers. 

His only answer wa; the handing back of 
the bill of health with a sarcastic smile. — 
And it mined. 

An indignation meeting was at once held 
by the passengers, and, after some infora.al 
discussion, in which Vaneoitver received a 
first-class certificate as being the meanest 
and moat pusilanimous place on earth, it 
was resolved to n)ako a test of the matter, 
and Mr. L. H. Jenns, of Port Angeles, and 
Maj. Bowick, of London, England, volun- 
teered to go ashore and attempt to break 
the quarantine by applying for a writ of 
habea-1 corpu-i. 

In the mointimo, so strict had been the- 
watch that a newspaper tlirowu aalioro by a 
deckhand was picked up and sniiTed at by 
one of the policemen, who, not thinking it 
emitted a proper smell, hurled it back on 
board. 

Tho two gentlemen, having got their lug- 
gage together, stopped ashore, amidst the 
plaudits of their fellow-passengers, and 
were iinpiediately led away by a couple of 
oflicers. 

Then began a tedious wait on the part of 
those on board, who did not care to take 
any further steps until some information 
could be received regarding the outcome of 
.the bold Attempt to beard the lion in his 
den. 

The time was passed in chaffing the police 
and liystandera, the numerous pieces of good 
advice offered regarding the treatment of 
' their owa home cases, and solicitations noi 
to come too near for fear the passengers 
would not be allowed to land at Victoria, 
Would have filled a book, and made very in- 
teresting reading. 

Tho policemen glared at their tormentors, 
but suul little. The Health oiiicer, who, in 
tho meanLiiiie hnd been strolling about the 
vessel enveloped in an air of profound wis- 
dom and cigarette smoke, consented to let 
tho mail, freight and baggage go ashore 
afterthey had been sprinkled with a carbolic 
preparation. Tlie farcial nature of the 
whole ull'iiir was well illustrated hy the 
sprinkling with the contents of a am\ll tin 
can of about thirty sheep, as they ran up 
tho ganc plank. The passengers jeered and 
the olliciala looked, if jio.ssible, more foolish 
than before. And it rained ! 

Captain I'.udlin was allowed to go asliore 
on the wliarf, but bid not been oil the 
steamer but a few minutes when he was 
served with a summons to appear before the 
court and show cause why he should not be 
punished for his clever piece of work in 
eluding them tho day before. The techioal 
charge was "The landing of passenger.i at 
Fort Moody, against quarantine rcgula 
tions." 

And now arose anot,her difBculty. Capt, 
Rudlin could not be permitted to go to the 
court house, as required in the summons, 
because by so doing the quarantine' would 
bo broken. On the other hand he must be 
tried. 

After a hurrying to and fro and a vast 
deal of pow-wow it was coneluded that, as 
the captain could not be taken to the court, 
the court must be brought to tho captain, 
and it was so ordered. The judge came 
down to the wharf and the case was heard 
for both sides. 

The result of the first hearing was a post- 
ponement, but just as tho steumcr left, the 
captain waa again brought up and was be- 
fore tho aut;u»t court in dire peril of sun- 
dry fines and penalties. 

His fate could not be leirned by any one 
on board at tho time of steaming away. 
Every elTort was nuido to Induce the cap- 
tain to promise not to land any more [las- 
sengers from Victoria at. "Omulia" or any 
other niyihical port on IJiirrard'a Iuli!t. An 
offiT was made to di.sniim the cliarge 
against him, but it is perhaps needless to 
say that tho required promise was not 
made and the chagrined ofiicials retired 
threatening all kinds of dire punishments — 
and it still rained. 

Capt. Irving, who had como down in 
ohargo of the Islander, was then seen in 
oonsultatioD with Capt.- Kudlin, tho result 
being that Capt. Irving assumed command 
of the Yosemite, and to Capt. Rudlin was 
left the bringing back of the Islander to 
this porti No word could be had of the 
fate of the two gentlemen who had gone 
ashore early in the day, and tho p issengcra 
reluotfintly abandoned hopes of beini; able 
to csjnpe in the manner first proposed. It 
wail with a feeling of relief that ihoy saw 
the lines cast nil' and the steamer swing 
slowly uway from tho wharf and then 
gathering headway, push out into the great 
unknowr-. W'nrd Ii'hI '"'I'n freidy pas.sed 
on the wliaif that another attemjit would 
bo made to land at Moody, but tho /lock 
was scarcely out of sight when the steamer 
turned her bow in again, and in a few min- 
utes was tied up at tlie wharf at 
Hastings. Those desiring were put 
ashore, with only about twenty minutes 
to wait for a train, so it ia highly probable 
tba^all escaped in safety, The steamer 



Comox allowed hec nose around the point, 
but, seeing tiiat she was too late, put back 
again. 

The struggle was ended, and Captain 
Irving had proved one too mauy for the 
Vancouverites — and it rained. 

About twenty passengers got oET, most of 
them being bound overland, people who 
would have been glad to have taken the rnr« 
at once and left tho town, but for the 
stupid and spiteful action on the part of tho 
Vancouver authorities Throughout tho 
entire affair a spirit of determination was 
shown to do all in their power to harass and 
annoy, needlessly, persona who had com 
plied strictly with all the regulations, and 
should have been permitted to land without 
opposition. Those who know tho two 
gentlemen who went ashore and wore ar- 
rested, say that chey are men of determina- 
tion and pluck, and will stay with the fight 
to the hitter cud; so tho chances are that 
Vancouver lios, in this as in other matters 
played the old schoolboy trick, and "bitten 
off more than she can chew." 

Those who are posted in such matters 
assert that these gentlemen have good 
grounds upon which to lay action for 
damages, and it is probable that such will 
be done. 

On tho return trip of the Yosemite 
among the passengers was Mr. J. B. Lynch, 
of Ottawa, who reached Vancouver on 
Tuesday. Mr. [.lynch has been sent out by 
the I)up..rtmcnt of Agriculture to settle 
some census accounts in Westminster dis- 
trict, and has also been insCructed to in- 
quire into quarantine matters, with a view 
to making all precautions as thorough as 
possible. Albert Head will be made fully 
e(pial to all the rei|uiretncuts of a first class 
((uarantino station, and to this end the 
( iovernment will do everything which lies 
in its power. Mr. Lynch was an interested 
spectator ot the high-handed ))ro- 
ceedings ut 'Vancouver yesterday, but 
for obvious reasons declined to express 
any opinion in the matter, preferring to 
wait until better infotmed hefore taking 
either side of the (|Ueacion. His utteiition 
had only justbeen directed to tlierecent regu- 
lation issued by the I>ieutenant-(iovernor-in 
Council regardint; the amallpex, and he had 
had no time to study it carefully. 

The return trip was spent by tho passen- 
gers in didCUHsiug the various [ihases of the 
situation as illuatratsd l>y the doings of the 
day, and tho opinion waa almost unanimous 
that Vancouver has shown a very bad spirit 
all through the recent troubles, and the 
hope WHS expressed that the two gentlemen 
now in the toils will he able to secure their 
release and recover damages as well for the 
manner in which they have been treated.

SEALKllS AXU SEALSKINS. 

.•\s the Market Does Not Ojion Until October 
They are In no Hurry to Sell. 

The owners of sealing vessels are in a 
state of agitation just at present, but in a 
somewhat inoditieil form as compared with 
recent troubles. The Coquithim atluir they 
consider as good us settled, being confident 
that the steamer was not guilty of any 
breach of tho law. They are expecting 
news hourly from the Home Government, 
through the Ottawa authorities, on the 
point, but as to the Bcaaou's catch they are 
at ease. The faot that the catch is not 
larger does not appear to trouble them 
much, as their losses will bo made good by 
the losing party in the arbitration proceed- 
ings. A number the vessels which left 
for Behring Sea this season have gone over 
to the Russian side, and will continue their 
hunt. The skins captured so far have been 
of good size and quality, and will fetch 
their full price. Speaking to a CoLo.sisx 
reporter, yesterday, Capt. Cox, president 
of tho Sealers' Association, said: 

"We must only await results. As to the 
skins brought buck, we are in no inrticular 
hurry to dispcise ot them. The market does 
not open in LTiidon until October, and the 
sealers ■f. 'iW be coming in all tho time up to 
then. The Indian hunters, as a ru!o, are 
anxious to get home by the latter eml of 
August, but tlio boats will probably be 
coming in up to September. There may 
have been a few of them aolil, hut to say 
that anything like arraiiu'rmeiits h ive been 
made for the sab; ui llie i-easuu'd catch ia 
crroucnua. " 

Several of the leading sealers were seen 
on the subject, and they all endorse Capt. 
Cox's statement.

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TOO MUCH FUSS. 

The Chief Justice hit the nail on the hcacl 
when h e said, "I tbinlc too much fuss has 
boon mado over this outbreak altogether. 
Why, the scare is ever so muoh btjrger than 

tho acaro-orow." 

The dread of the smallpox amounts al- 
most to a superstition. We ventaro to say 
that the mischief done by tho influenza, or 
"la grippe," as it was the fashion to cull it, 
•was many time greater, even in thia city, 
than will bo done by tho aniallpox when the 
present outbreak bccomea a thing of the 
p&st. If every case had been carefully re- 
corded, if tbe deaths from Ihe disease were 
made the topic of conversation in every 
househokl, and if the time lost by those who 
wore "under tho weather" while suffering 
from the disease was oounted, the mortality, 
tho suflfcring and tlie loss to individuals, 
throup;h mere siclcness, would be found to 
be far greater from tho epidemic of grippe 
than from the visitation of the smallpox. 
And the nltin)ate results in enfeebled con- 
stitutions and increased liability to attacks 
of that and other diseases, would be seen to 
■bo greatly moro serious. Vet no one be- 
came hysterically fearful about tiic grippe. 
There was no talk of instituting a ijuaran- 
tine to keep it out, and no public body 
thought of ordaining rules and regulationa 
to prevent its spread. Vet, thougii as wo 
believe, a moro deadly and a more danger- 
ous disease than tho smallpox, its appear- 
ance in the province did not create u panic. 
It did not impress the puUio imagination 
.like smallpox does. 

We are very far Indeed from saying that 
the precautions to prevent the .spread of tli 
SM'.aHpO'f nrf unncce.s.?ary, or that penplo 
should regard its advent with iudiUjreuco. 
But we do say that it is foolish for peopio 
to allow their fear of it to make th°m 
miserable, or to impel them to do what is 
unkind and unnolKhborly. 

Medical men who have had a wide ex- 
perience, ilo not dread aniall])ox half as 
much as tlicy do many ether diBcasca that 
are apt to become epidemic. The reason of 
thia is that they know how to treat tl 
smiiUpox and exactly what precautions to 
take to prevent its spread. These pre- 
cautions, if generally taken and lioneatly 
curricil out, are us certain of producing the 
cQcct intended, as that tho application of 
heat enough will make water, boij. 



fax, ought to be copious enough 
and stringent enough to satisfy tbe 
City Council of Vaucouver, and, wo may 
add, the newspapers of that city. When 
the smallpox raged in Montreal, when scores 
were dying of the disease daily in^hat city, 
not a seaport of tho Dominion at- 
tempted to declare nou-interoourao with tho 
alllictod city. Tlie law, which Vancouver 
treats with contempt, was good enough for 
thoui, and none of them attempted to sup- 
plement it by mob law or tbe force of either 
liot or cold water. 

Tho \Vorld, which is neither decent nor 
courteous, ond which is besides a 
blatant liar, says: "If the action of the city 
(Vaucouver) in prohibiting tho landing of 
passengers is illegal, and if it is compelled 
to release any arrested, the same as any one 
olao would be if unlawfully held, the Cor- 
poration will undoubtedly yield." It will 
got. no thank-s for yiuldiug then. It cannot, 
no matter how many tire engines it has at 
its back, maintain for any length of time a 
position above the law. So far, tho luw is 
supreme in this country, and the Corpora- 
tions which set it at defiance must bo 
taught that they cannot do so with im- 
punity. 

The VN'orld has, wo aee, aliglitly receded 
from tlio position which it took on Wednes- 
day last. On that day, tho heading of its 
leader wos "They did right," and it com- 
menced with these brave words : 

" The Mayor and AUIermon of the city, 
having \nit their hand to the plough, should 
lint turn back. They can rest ossured that 
tliey arc supported in their uctiou liy all 
tlie peopio of the city. The duty cast upon 
them was a painful one, for no one desires 
iioii-intercourae under [lia|)i)ier aus[)ices 
with our neighbors across tlio Gulf, lint 
desperate diseases rei|iiire doaperatc rem- 
edies, and in this instance the proper uuti- 
dote has been applied.'' 

There could hardly bo a stronger iuoeu- 
tive to illegal action than thia. The Coun- 
cil liud decided to do what was beyond its 
power, and, right or wrong, lawful or un- 
lawful, the World expressed its determin- 
ation to back it up. Now, when it 
finds its endorsement of in illegal as well as 
an uiineichborly course is inconvenient, it 
is endeavoring to back out. Its crooked 
and unprincipled course must gain for it 
tho contempt of manly men whatever their 
opinions as to the course pursued by the 
Vancouver City Council may l)e. The 
position of tho Press of Vancouver in this 
matter is most discreditable to it. Not 
one of its members has had tho moral 
courage to say a word in favor of acting as 
he law directs. 



THE FIRE ENGIXE ORCANt^. 

\t was with some curiosity that we read 
llie Vancouver nowspapora yesterday even- 
ing to SCO what they had to say in justifica- 
tion of the very peouliur action lukcii by 
the Corporation of that city with respect 
to the quarantining of vessels from Vic- 
toria. There is a good deal about the small- 
pox in Victoria in two of those papers, 
much of which is untrue, and much more 
very foolish, but not a sentence of rational 
justification of the course pur.-iued hy the 
City Council. , Neither of tho papers at- 
tempts to show that the Council had any 
legal ground - for its action. On the con- 
trary they aeum rather troubled by tho con- 
sciousness that the whole proceeding is 
-contrary to law. 

The Telegram, which ia modrrate in its 
language and courteous in its tone, says : 
"We do not profess to know what is the 
-eicacst law of the matter. But in such cases 
the protection of tho public bealth of the 
city is properly the xiipnimn. tci: of tlio City 
Council, and if it had not that authority it 
claims, it ought to have it." This is as 
much as to say tho law of tho land is not 
,.nf>fl onnngh for tho City Council of Van- 
couver, and that the gentlemen who com- 
poee it know more about sanitary mutters 
and what is neoessary to preserve the public 
heulth than tho rarliament of Canada and 
its highest health authorities. 

Tlio Telegram will surely admit that laws 
and regulations which are considered good 
and sufliciont for such cities as Montreal, 
Toronto, Quebec, St. John and Hali- 



STILL DISTURBED. 

Tiie affairs of Venezuela were at the 
latest advices in a by no means settled con> 
dition. After tho Dictator Palacio had been 

compelled to resign, the Vice-President 
Villegas took hii place, and retained some 
of his predecessor's ministers in otiice. Tho 
new Government sent Commiasioncra to 
Crespo, the victorious patriot general, with 
ollors to come to terms with him. The first 
embassy failed, and a second was sent, of 
which the Archbishop was ono of the mem- 
burs; but Crespo would not even see theam- 
Ijissadora, declaring that under no circum- 
stances would he arrange for even a tem- 
porary cessation of hostilities or listen to a 
compromise which would in any way recog- 
nize the de facto government, which 
ho regarded as unconstitutional. 

The (iovernmcnt of Villegas, seeing that 
tlioy had no alternative but to surrender 
or fight, chose to fight. The fortunes of 
war were, however, against them. Creapo 
continued on the whole to be victorious, 
and Villegas and his colleagues, seeing that 
the time in which they would have to seek 
safety in fiight could not be distant, are 
aaid to liave made preparations to leave 
tho country without going through the 
painful ceremony of bidding adieu to their 
friends. 

Crespo, when last heard from, was march- 
ing on to tho capital, Caracas, which he 
hoped to enter without striking a blow or 
firing a ahot. It must not bo supposed, 
however, if he has by this time 
taken possession of Caracas, that tho coun- 
try is at peace or that his troubles 
are over. He has many onemica 
and rivals in the country who are re;uly to 
carry out their de.iigns by secret intrigue 
as well as by oj/cn hostility. It ia evident 
that the politici ans of Venezuela are per- 
fectly unscrupulous, and that they have 
ways of advancing thoir interests thatcold- 
id coded Northern wire-pullers and schemers, 
bad us they are, would not dream of resort- 
ing to. The soldier politician in South 
America too exercises an influence un- 
known in tho northern part of the ,northorn 
continent. 



THE CANADIAN STATESMAN. 

The election of the Hon. Edward Blake 
to the Imperial Parliament, is an event in- 
teresting to Canadians of all parties and all 
creeds. Mr. Blake is known to ho a man of 
great ability and high character. As a 
politician, his success in Canada ha.s not been 
marked. This led many to beliovo that he 
docs not possess tbe qualities of niind and 
temperament that are necessary to ensure 
H ucceas in the political arena. It may, per- 
haps, be that circumstances in Canada were 



unfavorable, or that tho field ho had to 
work in on this side of tho Atlantic were 
not suited to bis talents and capabilities. 
In tho Imperial Parliament ho will, perhaps, 
find himself in a more congenial atmos- 
phere, and the material he will hare to 
work with nmy bo more plastic and more 
appreciative than were tho rude, rough and 
democratic Cunadiana. It is sinceiely to bo 
hoped that tlie t'aiiadiun Htatcsmau will, in 
the liritiah Parliament, gain credit, both for 
himself and for the land of his birth. His 
career at Westminster will be watched with 
the deepest interest hy his countrymen, and 
none will rejoice more sincerely in his tri- 
umphs, should he be successful, than many 
who, in the Dominion of Canada, opposed 
him politically, but admired liim per- 
sonally, 

THE POLITICAL CALCULATORS. 

Very many in Great Britain at the pres- 
ent moment appear to bo deeply engaged in 
the not altogether satisfactory business of 
counting their chickens before they are 
iiatched. Tht y are watching the election 
with anxious eyes, and as often as the 
Liberals gain a seat they go to work to 
calculate exactly what their majority will 
bo in the next llousoof t^ommona. Somoof 
tho most sanguine and imaginative among 
them have formed a Cabinet lor Mr. Glad- 
atone. They have given this ollice to ono 
member, that olHce to another, until every 
seat in the imaginative Cabinet is filled. 

This work of making o Government by 
calculation commenced when tho Conserva- 
tives were fiir in advance of the Liberals, 
anil it is going on still when tho election ia 
nearly over, when .\Ir. (Jladstone's majority 
is very small, indeed, and when there does 
not seem to be a very bright prospect of 
its attaining working proportions. Tho 
latest advices at tho present writing show 
that '_'!)■! supporters of iho Salisbury Govern- 
ment have Ijcen elected and l!01 Liberals 
of all sections and all complexions. This 
gives the Liberals a majority of ten. There 
were, yesterday, 72 members still to be 
elected. Of these Mr. Gladstone must get 
-10 before he would have a majority that 
could be at all depended upon. The politi- 
cal calculatora give him these -10 without 
tho alighteat hesitation. Doubts do not 
stand in thoir way, and they care littlo for 
probabilities. But the eleotort have shown 
already that these calculations are not to be 
depended upon, and it is moro than likely 
thst they will bo as far astray now as they 
were at tho beginning of the campaign. 
Then we were told tliat Mr. Gladstone 
would bo certain to have a majority of luO 
at the very least. As the election pro- 
gresBsd, the majority diminished to lOO, 
and now it has dwindled down to 50, or 
thereabouts. Well, if tho calculators are us 
fur astnvy now as they were at first, their 
miijority will bo too small a one to be 
relied upon to do efleclivo work of any 
kind. But, granting them one-half of the 
seats that are yet unfilled, tho nmjority, 
considering tho material of which it ia made 
and the sul)jects with which Mr. Gladstone 
will have to deal, is ono that is not to bo 
depended upon. There are many factors in 
the politic;il problem that tho calculators 
have not taken any account of, and it would 
not be at all surprising if they will not bo 
greatly astonished and fearfully disap- 
pointed at tho ultimate result when it ia 
worked out by tho rulo of practice.

Complaint. 

They Cliargo That One of Tlioir Nnm- 
b^r iras Killed by "Criminal 
CarelessHCHS." 

The bare faut that ono of the Indian 
hunters of the chooner Arietaa had 
been killed by the bursting of the sign^] 
gun on board, rad that the body ^of the 
' body of the dead tnati had been brought 
down to Hesquoit by four of his companious 
on the Libbie, was ebronioled somo time 
ago in the Colonist. 

Now tho Indiana como forwiird luul pre- 
fer tho serious accusation that tlio "acci- 
dent" waa the result of culpablo careless- 
ness, and that an unjast sum vroa demanded 
of them for their passage from Capo Tonki 
to Hesqaoit. 

The death of Canada, the hunter, was 
made the subject of a great pow wow at a 
meeting of all the Tscshaht tribe, held on 
' ,their reserve on July 11. After the talk, 
the Chief and all the tribe went to Indiiin 
Agent Harry Guillod end laid this format 
complaint. 

Ciiptiiin Rill and four other Indians of 
tho Tscshaht tribo wero with Captain 
Douglas ou tho Ariotas hunting seal along 
tho coast this spring and early summer. 
On June 15 an accident occurred on the 
schooner, and Canada, tho brother of Cap 
tain Bill, lost his life. Tlie Indians charge 
that 

"This accident was tho residt of culpable 
negligence on tho part of Angus, a deck- 
hand, who, without the knowledge of the 
mate, tho Captain being abaent, loaded up 
a small cannon used for aignalling boats or 
canoes in foggy weather, with twice the 
amount of powder usually used. Ho then 

■ put a, stone in tlio mouth of tho piect, 
which stone projected from tho cannon, anil 
fired tho cannon without warning tho In- 
dians, who, with tho exception of Captain 
Bill and two others, wcro all on deck get- 

■ ting ready to launch tho canoes." 

"The result of thia negligeuco was that 
the cannon exploded and a piece of iron as 
big ae a man's hand struck Canada in the 
hip, Bluashed tho bones and entered the 
abdomen, causing death within two hours 
"Captain Duuttlas then agreed to bring 
the Indians with the body of the dead man 
home. After travelling a few days ho 
altered his mind and told Captain Bill he 
didn't want to return without more skins, 
and that if the Indians would stop with 
him ho would give them $300—8100 for 
himself, (Captain Kill), $100 for his brother 
^ Jack, and $100 for Canada's widow and 
child. 

"Thia Captain 15111 would not agreo to, 
and then Captain Douglas got angry and 
told him if the Indiana wanted to go home 
they could take the canoes and go— there 
was only ono road for them 

"The brothers and friends of thedeccased 
were n.uch displeased, and Said they had 
no heart for sealing so soon after their loss. 

"At Cape Tonki they tried to get a pas- 
sage down by the steamer sent there to con- 
vey the skins to V'ictoria, and tho Indians 
say that, at the instigation of Capt. Doug- 
las, the steanjer wanted $50 each, passage 
money, which they thought too much. 

"Finally, tho near fi lends of Canada took 
passage on the steamer Libbie; tho rest 
stopped on tho Arictas. The party left the 
Libbie off Hesquoit, it being calm weather, 
and brought with them a piiper sa-ying thai; 
they agreed to payS'210 of theirjown momy, 
for ^passage to Victoria." 

Indian Agent Guillod has sent a. copy of 
this agreement, with his report on the cir- 
cumstances oNihe case, as reported to him, 
to the Superintendent of Indian A flairs. 
His own opinion is that the sum demanded 
aa pa8aai;e money was exorbitant, oonsider- 
ine that the Libbie was bringing the Aric- 
tas' catch to Victoria, and did not, theoe- 
fore, require to ' go at all out of her way. 
Captain Bill and his companions will come 
to victoria on the arrival of the Arietaa 
here, and lav formal charges for investiga- 
tion in the Courts. 



mm A THREAT WAS CARRIED 
OUT. 

To TllE Editor :— In the issue of the 
jE'ree Press of July 12 there is found this 
paragraph : 

" The Health OfCcers will moat probably 
have a chanco of expressing their views of 
the Orangemen'a action on their return, to- 
night ; it is quite probable the steamer will 
be quarantined." 

The steamer City of Nanaimo, with the 
Orangemen and others joining in their cx:- 
cursion to Vancouver, returned about half- 
past twelve o'clock at night. They were 
met by tho health ofiicers at tho wharf. 
They threw a yellow flag on board the 
steamer and ordered her into quarantine 
till 7 o'clock Wi-iliieaduy morning. 

These oilicers had evidently made up their 
minds about the steamer before she came 
into port, aa they never came on board. 

The oflicera of the steamer procured the 
inspfction of a health ollicer and doctor at 
Vancouver to tee that tho vessel was free 
from coutiigious disease, and had two cer- 
tificatos to this efleut. These health ollicera 
surely ought to have inspected tlie vessel 
and showed their fellow citiZiins that these 
certificates wcro now of no benefit, and 
stated why it was necessary for them to be 
quarantined. This was not done. 

At 7 o'clock tho health ofiicer came on 
. board tho steamer and proceeded to see if 
all had been vaccinated. Several of the 
' citizens on board had been vaccinated, but 
were detained to suit tho taste of the iti- 
speetor. The health oiHcors left the 
i steamer at about 8:.% o'clock and did not 
say, as far as the passengers could learn, 
when the next visit would be made, or what 
would bo the prospect of it. The health 
' officers were informed that provisions and 
waterwas scarce. Many oftbepassengershad 
no break fust, none bad any dinner until 
after -l p.m. No provisions or water wero 
sent uir all day till about 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon as far as I kuow. 

Now, for citizens of Nanaimo and vicin- 
ity to be treated in such a manner by one of 
their own doctors seems outrageous. They 
evidently had a little spite to settle with 
the OranL'1'inen who had the courage of 
their convictions. 

Why wai it that the Cut..'h could land 
and clear from tho same towns and not the 
City of Nanaimo ? Why was it that a vea- 
sel that lay three days at Vancouver eouUI 
enter and cleur at this port while the City 
of Nanaimo lay at anchor quarantined ': 
VViiy wiia it that a steamer fium Viuloria 
could como into port after the City of 
Nanaimo did and remain at the wharf and 
, leave next morning while this steamer with 
• the Orangemen was obliged to lay in the 
■ bay without food and little water for near- 
ly a 'day? 

•Now it is very evident to mo that these 
health officers wanted to show their author- 
ity against the Oran<(emen. It surely wos 
jjot that they were thua cruelly neglecting I 



tho Orangemen because of those who ohooso 
to accompany them ? What motives but » 
httlo English red-tupoism could prompt men 
to 80 wilfully neglect tho Orangemen of 
Nanaimo? 

At 12 o'clock noon tho captain hoisted the 
sign of distress, and none of thoao whose 
duty it was answered that signal that I over 
learned. If in t.lie United States or British 
Isles such a signal was displayed, an otliccr 
from the customs or city would have soon 
asked the captain what it meant. 

Now it is no use for: the health 
cfBcers to say that they did not 
know the condition of those on board 
for Mr. Rogers, and Captain Rogers in- 
formed mo that they wore told of the fact 
on leaving tho boat, Such treatment, in 
some pAria, would cost nioil tnoro than 
money, and it may here. Orangemen are 
not fools. They want to have a satisfactory 
explanation of this cowardly trick. 

For one, T am imt at all s itiatied that 
there was tli'^ slightest need of causing tho 
men and wom"ii to take od' their clothing 
for a sulphur fumigation to the extent de- 
manded by the health ollicers. 'I'ho Orange- 
men had not been nearer than half a mile of 
tho smallpox in Vancouver. Then those 
having chirgo of the fumigating showed 
their lack of proper training for such a work 
by the way they neglected looking after tho 
children. Ono little baho was nearly sufl'o- 
cated by tho sulphur fumes. 

In this ago it does not do to piny jokea 
upon masters of vessels and bodies ot men 
as large and aa reapectablo as theOrangemun. 
Tho Orangemen of British Columbia will re- 
sent this uncalled for treatment of their 
Nanaimo breihern. There wero lIO persons 
on that bsat till a quaater of six o'clock 
p m. 

If men undertake to do a work of this 
kind, let them do it as it ought to be done, 
or let- it alone. 

If It is one of the principles of tho policy 
of these health officers to so treat good and 
loyal oitlMus and subjects, it is time it was 
known. For one, I never felt so outraged, 
in ull that is decent and fair, in my life. 

The captain and ofiicers of the steamer 
were very free to let us know all they knew 
of tho cause and motives ot our shameful 
treatment. They were kind and courteous 
to ull, and deeply sympathized with the 
Orangemen and tho other:* in their needless 
banishment.

In tbo meantime I see not only 
no danger in holding our rrgulur service.-*, 
but far greater danger in alarming people 
by the buggLStioii that such a step aa clos- 
ing the cliurches may bo necessary. We 
cannot do bettor than meet ujgether in 
God's house to thank him for his great 
mercies, and to declare our belief that un- 
less God keeps tho city, the watchmen 
watclieth in vain. I have the warmest svni- 
palhy with Dr. Milne in his thaidile.ss olii ;e, 
and i am heartily a.sh.uned that the-eshouul 
bo an utikiiul word .spoken of him when he 
is uuweariedly and tucc ssfu ly fighting our 
battles for us I'tnidst ddhcultiea of which 
we know nothing, but I venture to diller 
from him on this point.

Fall of the Bastile Celebrated- The 
Eruption of Mount iEtna 
^Increasing. 



Arrival of tlio Russian Relief Stcaa- 
'sliip Leo— Sensational 
Poisoning Case. 



It is reported that Vrof. I'usteur'a illness 
is almost certain to prove fiUal. He is siif- 
foring from a diaeaso prevulent in thia city 
which aitthoritica call cholorine, but which 
IB declared by many experienced phyaio 
iana to bo genuine cliolern. 

The jury which has beeu investigating 
the death of Matilda Clover, who died io 
England in October last, the examiaation 
of whoso remains showed she had been 
poisoned with slrychnino, has returned a 
verdict, of willful murder ng.iinst Thomas 
Ncill, ac^'.used of attempting to blacUniail 
Dr. ILirpor, showing that Ur. Harper's son 
had poisoned Alice Marsh and Emma 
ShrivcU, who died in April from the elTccts 
of strychnine. lb was shown that Ncill 
practiced medicine in Chicago in 1880 under 
the name of Thomas Neill Cram. 

Tho national fetes in commemoration of 
the full of the Buslilc, were held in France 
on Thursday. The houses and cafes gener- 
ally, throughout PiiriH, were d<'okod with 
French flags, mingled freely with tho Has- 
sian colors. Patriotic demonstrations wore 
hold at the Gambetia, Joan of Around 
Strassbnrg statues. Hundreds of thousands 
of citizens witnessed a military review at 
Lnngchimps. President Carnot, vvho in- 
spected tho troops, received au ovation, and 
in the march past was enthuaiuslically 
applauded. Between 11 o'clock and mid- 
night much rowdyism prevailed in the 
boulevards. 

Tho Christian Iterald relief steamship 
Leo has arrived in St. Petersburg. The 
Mayor and Murahal of tho city presented 
Captain Gaines with a massive silver 
trumpet embossed with the royal 
coat-of-arms of St. Petersburg, bearing 
the inscription: "To Captain Gainea 
From the City of St. Petersburg, 1892." A 
large silver cup lined with gold was pre- 
sented to the tirst mate of the Leo, Kev. 
Dr, Talmage responded eloquently to ad- 
dresses of welcome and presentation, with 
several patriotic allusions that befitted the 
Russians. 

The eruption of Mount Etna is rapidly 
increasing in violence. Several villages and 
a number of dn-ellings have been destroyed. 
AU the craters are active. One is ejecting 
a continuous stream of lava several yards 
deep and very wide. The stream presenta 
the appearance of a stream of fire and is 
very beautiful to look at, although it is 
bouud to ruin much property. Another 
crater is hurling large incandescent rocks to 
an immense height, while the edges of the 
third crater threaten to crumble.

A BY-LAW 

In..Aid of tho Victoria and Sidney Bail- 
way Company. 

WnE«EA!i, underand tiy virtue of an Act of 
the LeglslatlTO Assembly of the Province of 
Itriiish Columbia passed at the last jaesslon, 
intituled, "The Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Act, 1892," a company was incorporated with 
power to lay out, construct, maintain and oper- 
ate a line of railway from Bomo convenient and 
aecesslblo point within tho City of Viotoria by 
tho moat feasible and available engineering 
route to the Townsite of Sidney in tho District 
of North Sannlch. ^ 

And WiLicitHAB, under and by virtue of 
nnothur Aetof the said LoK'ialaturu passed at tho 
last session thereof, inliLiiled, "Tho Victoria 
& Sidney Hallway Subsidy Act, 1S3J," power 
was taken by the Govornment of Ihitiah Co- 
lumbia to guarantee the paymenl(Of interest, 
untU maturity, at two per cent, per annum on 
bonds Of tbeaaid railway company, issued to 
an amount not exceeding $300,000, orits equlvn - 
lent in sterling money, the principal of such 
bonds to bo payable not Inter than 25 years 
from their ilate, 

And whicricas, under and by virtue of flec- 
tion 101, sub sections 2,:i and 1 of the .Municiiial 
Act, 1S'J2, tlio Council in every Municipality is 
authorized from time to time to make by-laws 
among other I hlnh'S for endorainK and guaran- 
teeing tho payment ot any debentures or inter- 
eat onanydobonturos to bo isauod by any rail- 
way or tramway company, constructed or pro- 
posed to bo constructed, either wholly within 
tho limits or partly within thellmltsand partly 
without, for the money by tho mborrowed. and 
for nsaeasing and levying, from time to time 
upon tho whole rateable propertyot the Muni- 
cipality a sum Bufllclcnt to discharge tho debt 
or cnKaKCinonls so contracted. 

And whkuioa.s tlio said Itailway Company 
liiivo applied to the Corporation of the Cily ol 
Victoria for a nuaranteo of jiaynuuit of interest 
on certain of the bonds of tho said company 
ujion llio railway proposed to bo con- 
ut ructcd by tho said company, by virtue of tho 
tinld charter, to tho amount Of 3 per cent, on the 
Bum of $300,000.00, for a period of 35 years. 

Ano wiiKHKAS, under and by virtue ot the 
forcgoin recited Act, intituled tho "Victoria 
niid Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, 1S112," provi- 
sion is made in clause 2 thereof that In case, nt 
any time, an aKreemont is entered into by the 
Conipiny with tho Corporation ot tho City ot 
Victoria for tho furnishing by the said Cor- 
porat.ion ot a guarantee ot payment of interest 
to a furtheramount of two or more percontum, 
on tho bonds of tho Company, up to not more 
than (300 OOO, the Uovornmont may make such 
arraDgoments for permitting tho said Corpora- 
tion to share any security taken by them for 
advances horoundor, and such provisions as to 
tho manner of holding the same as to Iheni nuiy 
seem lit. 

Ami WHKIIKAS the .said Company was thoro- 
l)y cinpowL'rod to chamo its undertaking and 
its tolls and properly, real and personal, with 
the repayment of all tho moneys paid by the 
I'rovinclal Qovomment in respect of tho 
guarantee thereby authorized second and sub- 
ject only to tho charge given in favor of tho 
bondholders under the Company's Act of In- 
corporation, and with further power to tho 
Lioutenant-Qovomor in Council to enter into 
all agroemonts which might be necessary for 
tho purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
the said Act. 

AM) WuKliEAS itia desirable that a guaran- 
tee ot payment ot interest on bonds by tho said 
Corporation should bo made, and an agree- 
ment to that effect entered into by the said 
CorporaUon with tho tald company, and that 
an arrangement should be made by tho said 
Corporation with the said -Qovornmont for 
permission to the said Corporation to aharo 
any security taken by the said Government 
for advances by them and by tho aaldlCorpor- 
ntlon and otherwise aap.ovided by the said 
Act. 

Ami WiiKHKAa it will ro(|uire the sum of 
§;),0O0.(X) to be raised annually by special ra'e 
for paying tlie amount of the said guarantee in 
the event of the said Corporation being called 
upon to pay the same. 

A.M) \ViiK]ii;AS the whole amount of tho 
ratea b land and improvon onls of real pro- 
perty of tho Munlolpality, according to tho 
last r^visou assessment roll. Is 917,563,148.00. 

And AyilBRBAS it will require an annual 
special rate of half a mill on the dollar for paying 
the amount of such guarantee in tho event of 
the Corporation buing called upon to pay the 
same. 

An-I) Wnr.ltKAS tbn total nmnmil of o,,,.], 
guarantee in the event of tlio I'orporation 
bcirii^ called upon to pny the siiiiiu Is ?;;i,IKitl.ijO 

'rm:ni;i mm in-; ir Knactkh by tho ."\Iuni- 
jial T'omicil of the Coriio.alion of llio City of 
Victoria :— 

1. 'I'liere sliali bo assessed and levied In each 
year an ec)ual special rate of one-balf of one 
mill on tliedollar in addition to all other rates 
to bo levied In each year for the payment of tho 
interest payable unde the said guarantee. 

2. Tho amount of sucb special rate shall be 
collected in each year fr in time to t mo as tho 
said Corporation may bo called upon to pay 
tho amount of tho said guarantee. 

3. The Corporation of t!io City oT Victoria 
shall Kuaranlee interest at tlie rate ot ;i per 
cent, per annum on the bonds of the Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Company to the amount of 
$300,000.00 for a period not exceeding twenty- 
live years from tho date of this By-law going 
itato pflTect, under and subjeot to tho. conditions 
prescribed In this By-law, 

I. Any sum or sunn (if iniiney which niiy

7. This bylaw ispa.ssed upon tiieexiiresscnii- 
ditioii I hat llio said Company shall actually 
and bona IlJe eommonco the work of coiistrnc- 
tion of tho said railway on or before tho llrat 
day of October, 1892, and Uiereaf tor proseouto 
Uie same with reasonable diligence until the 
completion ot tho railway ready for active 
operation ; in any evont such date of comple 
lion not to be later than tho first day of Sop- 
tombor, 18111, and that a failure to oh- 
.^crvo such time limit 'sr limits shall 
render tlie Company liable to a pen- 
alty ot One Hundred Dollars ($100) per 
day for OTory day boyondsnoh time, llmita tho 



Company shall be In default in commencing or 

coinpioting tho aild road, whioh said penalty 
may be recovered by action in itny Court ot 
competent jurisdiction at tho suit ot tho Cor- 
poration or Government aforesaid. 

8. The said Company shall not directly or in- 
directly employ Cliineao upon, about or in con- 
noetlon with the work o( coiisLruoiion, and in 
tho ovont ot so doing, or of any of tho said 
Company's employes or any sub contractor 
under them so doing tho Company shall be 
liable to a pona'ty of ton dollara (5101 for caeh 
day for each Chinese so employed, to bo re- 
covered as speoiflod in Clause 7 of this By La w. 

9. Tho Company shall not nay any dividends 
to any shareboldor or other person so long as 
any money remains due or owing to the said 
Govornmontortho Corporation ot tho City of 
Viotoria in respect of tho anid guarantee. 

10. The said Railway ao to bo constructed 
shall bo of a standard guago and to bo operated 
by aloam power, and one train per day (Sundays 
oxooptcd) ahall bo run over tho said lino from 
each end thereof. 

11 I'lana of tho location of ao much of the 
lino and terminal works of tho said Uillway aa 
shall be within the limits of the City of Vic- 
toria shall bo filed by the Company in the olllce 
of Iho Cily Clerk, and shall bo subject to the 
approval of the Municipal Council before any 
work ot construction shall bo proceeded with 
within such City limits. 

12, All oStionses connected with, or Inciden- 
tal to tho passage of this by law, shall bo borne 
and paid by tho said company to tho corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria before this by-law 
shall be submitted to the ratepayers. 

13, Ko contract In connootion with tho con- 
struction of the said proposed railway shall bo 
lot to any person or porsoas, Urm or corpora- 
tion, who h ivo not been for over six months 
Iirior to the dato of calling for tenders for the 
said contract, resident or re.siiloiits of tho said 
Province, from Llio dale of receiving teuderj lor 
Iho said work. 

11. This by-law is suhjecl to the agroomenL 
made b Iween the GoveniiiioiiL of the I'roviiice 
of llriii.sh Columbia, and tho Coriioratioii ot the 
City of Victoria, and the VicLoria and Sidney 
Railway Company, In the words and figures 
set forth In the schedule hereto, which schedule 
Is hereby Incorporated herewith, and made 
part of this by-law. 

15. This by-law shall, before tho final pass- 
ago thereof, receive tho assent of the electors 
of the municipality. In tho manner provided In 
the .Municipal Act. 18!I2, and shall take effect on 
tho 2jth day ot July, 1832. 

•SCHEDULE. 

MEMOiiANnuM OF Agrkkmen't made and en- 
tercil into the sovonlh day of July, one clious- 
aiid, eiglil hundred and nincly-Lwo, between 
tho Victoria & Sidney Itailway Company here- 
Inalter called tho Company ot tho first part, 
tho Corporation of the City ot Victoria, here- 
inafter called tho Corporation ot tho second 
part, and tho Miniatorof Finance and Agricul- 
ture, acting for and on behalf ot tho Province 
of Uritlsh Columbia, hereiaaflor called the 
Minister of the third part. 

Tho Company aro duly incorpor- 
ated under tho provlsloni ot tho Victoria and 
SIdnt y Railway Act, 1892, and in and by tho 
said act the Company are empowered to bor- 
row money on mortgage or on bond or cither 
and they may in manner prescribed in the act 
iaaue bonds not exceeding 'twenty thousand 
dollars (S'.'O.OOO.OO) per mile of railway, payable 
at such lime and in such manner and in such 
place or jilaces In Canada or clsowhoro, and 
bear such rate of intorest not exceeding eight 
per cent (3 per cent) per annum, us tho Dlreot- 
ora may think proper. 

And Whkiikas, by section one (I) of tho Vic- 
toria and Sidney Railway Subsidy Act of 18112," 
It is provided that tho Govornment of British 
Columbia may guarantee tho payment ot In- 
terott until maturity at 2 per cent, per annum 
on bonds of the company Issued to an amount 
not exceeding throe hundred thousand dollars 
($:<00,000) or Its equivalent in sterling money, 
hut aub'o'-' nnvorthcless to tho coaditlons and 
roslriotiuiis in tho said eeclion contain'ed, and 
the company are thereby ompoworcd to charge 
il.s iimlertaking and ill. oils and property, real 
and personal, then oxiating, or at any time 
theroaf lor accpiired, with tho repayment of all 
moiioya to bo piiid by the Provincial Govern- 
ment in respect of the guarantee thereby auth- 
orized, aiilijecl to tho rights of the bond-hold- 
ers for pajuient of the principal of tho bonds 
at maturity. 

And Wheukas, by soc'ion two of tho last 
mentioned act It la provided that "in case at 
anytime an agreement is entered into by the 
company with the Corporation of tho Citv ot 
Victoria for tho furnishing by tho said Corpora- 
tion of a guarantee of interest to a further 
amount of two or moro per cent, upon tho 
bonds of the company up to not moro than 
three hundred thousand dollars, tho Govorn- 
ment may make such arrangements for por- 
riiill iiig tho said Corporation to share any se- 
ciirily taken by thoin for ailvances hereundor, 
and such provisions as to Iho manner of hold- 
ing the same as to tlioin seem 111" 

A.M) WiiKHKAS, the Company have applied io 
tho Go vornmont to give such guarant ee as aforo- 
said of Intorest on the sum of three hundred 
thousand dollars (?300,(K)0.00) for a term of 
twonty-flvo (25) years, at tho rate of two per 
cent. (2 per cont.) per annum, and ogreed in 
consldoration of such guarantee to pledge its 
undertaking and its said tolls and property as 
soeurity therefor, which the said Govornment 
has agreed to do and to accept. ' 

And Wiikukas, similar application has been 
made by tho Company to tho Corporation to 
g'.iaranteo tho interest to a further amountof 
three per cent. (:i jioi- ci'ut.) upon the Company's 
bonds up to not more ili.iii tliroehundred thous- 
and dollars (SliOO.OOO.d ) which tho Corporation 
have atjrced to do but Bub.i(x:t, novortheless, to 
ritillcation by the Ratepayers of the City ot 
Victoria in manner prescribod by section one 
hundred and eleven (111) of tho Municipal

Now THIS AqBBEMKNT WrrNKSSETII, that 
in pursuance of tho promises It Is hereby agreed 
by and between the several parties hereto, as

year Is undertaken and guaranteed by tho Gov- 
ernment of the Province of British Columbli) 
tor twenty- five years from thp first day of Sop- 
tombor, A. D., 1802, to the first day of Boptam- 
bor, A 1-)., 1017, and tho further payment: of 
Interest but not the capital ot this bond at the

3. Tho Goveimment'and Corporation shall 
guarantee In manner aforesaid tho payment of 

tho interest on tho bonds so agreed to bo issued 
as aforesaid in tbo proportions and at tho times 
aforesaid, and tho eignaturo ot tho "Minister" 
and uf the Mayor, reapootively. to the coupons 
niayboatllxed by printed. Stamped or litho- 
graphed faeaimilc. 

\. The work of construction eliall bo placed 
in charge of a competent engineer or enginoera 
selected by tho Company, and approved ot In 
writing by tho Chief Commissioner of Lnnda 
and Works on bohalt of tho Govornment, and 
by tho Mayor of the City ot Viotoria on behalf 
of tho Corporation, and the Company may ro- 
move such engineer at pleasure and appoint 
another onglnoer, subjoet also to tho same ap- 
proval. 

5, Tho aforesaid bonds, when Issued, shall bo 
handed by tho Company to the "Minlater,"who 
shall have them duly noted In n book to be 
kept for that purpose, and Immediately upon 
comi lction of such noting ho shall deposit the 
bonds In one of the charter banks carrying on 
bnsinois in Victoria, to bo approved by tho 
parties hereto. 

C. Tho Company shall ncgollato tho sale of 
their said bonds aa soon as jiosbiblo after tholr 
iasuo, having duo regard in disposing ot them 
to the best advantage, and may, with tho ap- 
proval of tho Minister and Corporation, em- 
ploy such agent or agents as they may deem 
proper. 

7. The proceeds of Uio sale from tlmo to time 
of the said bonds shall b? deposited in one or 
more chartered banks In the City of Victoria at 
interest to a special account in tho name 
of tho said Uuihvay Company, and shall 
bo drawn out by clieciuca ot the Railway 
Company, bul no such cheques sliall bo paid by 
auoh bank unless aLtaeheil thereto ia a ccrtifl- 
cate ot tho engiiioer of the said Itailway for 
tho Lime being, counlorhigiied by tho Cily 
Kiigineer and by the Surveyor General of tho 
Province, specifying the naturo and character 
of the work, suppli s, materials or other ex- 
penditure foi- which such elieipio is given, and 
audi cortlUcatcs shall bo retained by such bank. 

8. All moneys paid by the Govornment of 
Brillsh Columbia and tho Corporation reapec- 
tlvcly in respect of tho aforesaid guarantees 
shall bo considered as a debt duo from the 
Company to tho said Government and Corpora- 
tion respectively, and ahall bo taken and con- 
aldored and are hereby made a charge upon 
tho undertaking, and tho tolls and the property 
of tho Company real and personal now existing, 
or any time hereafter acijuired, and tho Minis- 
ter of Finance and Agriculture for tho time 
being shall baheld and deemed to boa mort- 
gagee or Inoumbrancor upon thesaidjiroperty in 
t'ust noverthel^ as to tMro fifths thereof for 
tho Qovommeat of British Columbia and aa to 
tlireu fifths in trust for tho Corporation, 

9. Tho Company shall upon demand made by 
the said Minister excc jtc to him a legal mort- 
gage of all tho nforosaid property of the Com- 
pany as security for tlie re pay inont of all moneys 
paid by the said Government and CorporaUon re- 
BIieclivoly.in respect of tliesald guarantees and 
the costs, cTinrges and expenses they may bo 
respectively put to, or incur in connection 
therewith, ond tho eaid Minla'er ahall hold the 
aaid Mortgage and all other securities, if any, 
of tbo Company which may come Intj hia 
hands and the moneys thereby secured in tho 
proportion 'and upon the trust herein before 
mentioned and declared, and whioh said mert- 
gage shall contain all tho covenants, powers 
and conditions usually inserted In mortgages 
of real and personal property together with tho 
additional power of aalo in default ot tho Com- 
pany operating their aaid Railway for a period 
of three months, whilst any moneys shall bo 
o ^ ing by the Company to tho Government or 
Corporation respectively In respect of tho said 
guarantees. 

10. The said Company hereby agree to com- 
plete their said Railway on or before tho first 
day of September, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-four, and thereafter to contin- 
ually maintain and operato tlio samo so long 
as any ot their said bonds shall remain unre- 
deemed Within ^he said period of tweuty-nve 
years. 

11. Provided always that Chinese shall not 
bo employed In tho construction of tho said 
railway, and provided also that In cose a by- 
law to ratify this agreement on the pari of the 
Corporation shall not be Bubiiiiltcd within 
sixty days from the date hereof for ihe vote of 
the ralopayors, under Ecctlon one hundred and 
eleven of tho said .Municipal Act, 1832, or if 
such by-law shall bo fcubmiLled and sliall bo 
defeated at the polls, or shall not bo curried, 
then, and in such case, thia agreement, and 

ot no ellect. 

12. Tho Company shall not pay any dividends 
to any shareholder, or other Qorson, so long a; 
any moneys remain duo or owing to tho said 
Government, or tho Corporation of the Cily of 
Viotoria, in respect of thn said guarantee, 

i:i. The books of thn Company Shall bo open 
to tho inspection of any person authorized to 
inspect tho eame by oithcr the said Govorn- 
moiit or the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, at all times. 

II. Tho Company shal operafoand run over 
the said line of railway when constructed at 
least one train each way per diem (Sundays ox- 
coptcd) for tho whole length of tho railw,iy.

No Give In on the I'lirt of the Strikers— 
The Coiupaiiy Ueterniincd. 

H0MKSTE.\D, Pu., Ju'y l.j.— Tlio cooks 
and \vaiter3 iu tho hotel where tho staff 
oliicera of militia have been getting their 
meala to-day, concluded to show their 
sympathy with the strikers by refusing to 
serve meals to the olSccrs. Gen. Snowdcii 
had to headcjuarters and get breakfast in 
camp. The entire force of assistants to the 
civil engineers in the employ of tho Car- 
negie Steel Company, struck this morning, 
outi of sympathy for tho locked out men. 
Tliis will stop all outside work 
till a new force can be secured. A 
mass meeting of workmen was held tliis 
afternoon to arrange for the relief of tlie 
starving Hungarians and others who are 
Buffering as the result of the lock-out. A 
relief organization, under the con- 
trol of an advisory con.mittee, was 
perfected, and instructions were given 
that the money in hand be distributed in 
accordance with tho needs of those applying, 
for it. The meeting was addressed by Rev. 
Samuel Fellows, of Chicago, Bishop of the 
Reformed Bpiscopal Church. In alluding 
to the Finkerton agency ho said that Home- 
stead had dealt a death blow to that illegal 
organization. A handsome compliment was 
paid to President Hugh U'Donnell by a 
rising vote of thanks for his efforts on be- 
half of his follow wui kint:n. 

Cincinnati, Oiiio, July 15.— One after- 
noon paper aays that, since Sunday, the 
agents of Carnegie's mill have collected in 
this city 270 or 280 men to take the place of 
the strikers at Ilometiteiid. Tho men were 
gathcied one by one from various down 
town stloons and street corners and of- 
fered from to §3 a day. The gang that 
•was selected has been sent to Pittsburg in 
scctioua. 



Two now cases of smallpox were reported 
yesterday, one of them in Vonoouver and 
one in Yiotoria. This makes the total uum- 
bar of patients in this city 55, as will be 
seen by the report of tho Prorinoial Health 
Officer, Dr. J. C. Davie, which is given be- 
low.

Hon. A. N. Kicluirds will move, to day, 
to have the mandatory injuiictioti, restiain- 
ing the Corporation ot the city of \ aucou 
ver from enforcing a ((uarantiue, dissolved.
